OF WATER POWER 


Senator 
Burton 
Would 
Give Secretary .of War 
Power to Fix Rates 
Charged 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.— Legin 
lation curbing a possible “water pow 
er trust” was sought 
by 
Senatoi 
Burton of Ohio, in the senate yester- 
day afternoon. He offered an amend* 
ment to a river dam bill authorizing 
the secretary of war 
to 
fix the 
charges for water power, if the rates 
assessed by the c^am owners were 
unreasonable, declaring adoption ol 
such a policy was of prime import­ 
ance. 
Control of water 
power 
enter­ 
prises, he asserted, was more im­ 
minent than any other commercial 
danger and there was great necessity 
for government control to prevent 
monopoly and waste. 
“Within a few years,” the sena­ 
tor asserted, "control of this water 
supply may be absolutely essential ta 
protect industries.” 
Senator Borah of Idaho insisted 
that the usual rights to amend dam 
bills afforded ample protection. 
Senator Poindexter of Washing­ 
ton offered an amendment requiring 
payment to the government of one 
per cent of th© total net receipts ob­ 
tained by any company using water 
for power.
